Yea, the holy Ghoſt, by the mouths of the Apoſtles; - 
did honour the name of 'the croſs ( being hateful among the 
7s) ſo far, that underit he comprehended not ofily Chriſt 
..” crucified, but the force, <ftefs, and merits of his death, and 
| paſ on, with all the eomforts, fruits, and _ which we 
receiveor expett thereby. 

Secondly,the honour and dignity of the name of the croſs 
begat a reverent eſtimation even in the Apoſtles times ( for 
ought that is known to the contrary) of the fign of the croſs, 
which the Chriſtians ſhortly after ufed in all their aQions, 
thereby making an outward ſhew and profeſſion, even tothe 
aſtoniſhment of che Jews, that they were not aſhamed to ac- 
knowledge him for their Lord and Saviour, whodyecd for 
them upon the croſs.

they could no better indure, This continual and general ufe' 
of the ſign of the crols, is evident by many teſtimonies ofthe 
* antient Fathers, 

* Thirdly, it muſt be confeſſed, that in proceſs of Enki ghi 
fign of the croſs was greatly abuſed in the Charch of Rome, 


eſpecially after that corruption of Popery had once poſſeſſed” 


it. Burt the abuſe of a thing doth not take away the lawfull 


uſe of ic. Nay, ſo far was it from the purpoſe of the Church 


of England, to farſake and reje& the Churches of hah,France, 


Spam,Germany,or any ſuch like Churches, in all things which 


they held, and praftiſed, that, as the Apology of the Church 
of England confeflerh , it doth with reverence retain thoſe 


ceremonies which do neither endamage the Church of God, 
nor offend the minds of ſober men ; and only departed from' 
them in thoſe particular points , wherein they were fallen' 
both, from themſelves in their antient integrity, and from the 


Apoftolical Churches which were their firft Founders, In 


which reſpeQ, amongſt ſome other very antient ceremontes, 
D 
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þh - T Gow of the Ciofs. in — hath been retained'in this 


Church, both by the judgmene and praftice of thoſe reverend 
Fathers,and great Divines, in the days of King Edward the 


ſixth, of whom ſome conſtantly ſuffered for the profeſſion of 


the truth; and others being exil d in the time of Queen Mary, 
did after their return, in the beginning of the Reign of our 
late dread Sovereign, continually defend, and uſe the ſame. 
This reſolution and praRice of our Church hath been allow- 
ed,and approved, by the cenſure upon the Communion boek 
in King Edward the fixt his.days, and by the harmony of 
Confeſſions of later years : becauſe indeed, . the uſe of this 
 fignin Bapriſm,was ever accompanied here wich ſuch ſuffici- 
ent cautions and exceptions againſt all Popiſh luperſtition
